At a dinner in Washington to mark the twentieth anniversary of 
the founding of the Boy Scout movement, Mr. Hoover put his linger 
on one of the most serious problems created by the progressive urbani­ 
sation of our national life. when he said: 


“As civilization becomes more complex and as the number of 
human beings per acre increases, as we live more* and 
more 
in 
towns and cities than in the countryside, and as the necessity of 
submitting to all forms of mechanical device carries us further and 
further from the simpler and more primitive forms of life, we are 
unconsciously decreasing liberty for boys and diminishing the op­ 
portunities for pursuit of happiness, because the boy is a primitive 
animal and takes to primitive life. His true life should be one of 
discovery, adventure and treat undertakings not to be found in 
either the squalor of the tenement house or the drawing room of 
palatial apartments " 


The purpose of the Boy Scouts and similar organizations 
is 
in 
oart to restore to boys and girls living in urban centers some of the 
finer things 
which the necessities of urban 
conditions 
have 
taken 
fr< rn them. The children of the city man who finds his own recreation 
on an artificial golf course stand in much greater need of his atten- 
t4on than do the children of the farmer, who gets all the exercise he 
nerds in the course of his daily chores. They find their primitive im­ 
pulses restricted, when these impulses should be liberated and directed 
in c wholesome channels of expression. Their contacts with nature are 
comparatively few. They live in apartments steadily decreasing In size, 
with only the streets or parks or vacant lots to play in 
The result is 
that many children in our cities are 
brought during 
the 
formative 
period into contact with things from which their active but unformed 
minds might better be protected. 


We don't mean to say that children born in the country or in small 
urban centers are morally superior to those bom in congested cities; 
tu t it is obvious to anyone who takes the trouble to compare conditions 
that they have a much better chant* to grow up clean and wholesome- 
nindcd. The material or external temptations of the countryside are 
fewer, as are also the spiritual temptations resulting from the diminish­ 
ing opportunities to pursue happiness in 
natural directions of which 
Mr. Hoover spoke. Any organization tin t can overcome these artificiali- 
t'er of urban life ‘and provide proper means for youth to satisfy 
its 
primitive desire lor adventure, will pay dividends in better citizenship 
founded on a higher ethical standard and a more wholesome national 
physique.

manufactured in the old-fashioned way and 


In the other class you have ( 
......- ) , the 


toasted cigarette, a product of m odern science, 


a cigarette from which harm ful irritants have 
been removed bv that extra secret process 


described by the phrase ‘I f s Toasted’.”

HEN THESE STATEMENTS were first 


made, we assumed that they were a 


casual phase of that manufacturer's advertis­ 


ing and did not represent a deliberate and 


calculated policy. After making a few such 


statem ents, he abandoned this particular 


form of advertising. However, other state­ 


ments used in his advertising came to the 


attention of the Federal Trade Commission 


on a question of their truthfulness. 


As a result of the action of the Federal 


Trade Commission he was ordered to stop his 


admitted practice of using in his advertising 


false testimonials of non-smokers to the effect 


that they kept slender by smoking his brand 


of cigarettes, and was further ordered to stop 


using other fake testimonials and the specious 


argument that all ran keep slender by sm ok­ 


ing that brand of cigarettes. He then began 


to use again the form of statement quoted 


above or variations of it. 


I 


F ANY MANUFACTURER chooses to say that 


the tobaccos he uses contain “ harmful irri­ 


tants, corrosive acrids, that are injurious to 


the throat,” and then to claim that these 


things are rem oved by the heat-treating 


process, that is his own affair. But when he 


tries to create the impression that it is general 


practice to use in cigarettes such rank 


tobaccos as he describes, we object to the 


attempted reflection on the industry. 


We have never used in our blend those 


rank tobaccos which can be properly de­ 


scribed as containing “ harmful irritants, cor-

rosive acrids,” nor do we believe that they are 


used by some of the other manufacturers.
